FIVE BURN IN 
ASYLUM BLAZE 


Four Men Are Cremated When 
They Dash Back Into 
Burning Quarters. 


Montreal, Nov. ll (AP).—A fire In 
a wing of 
the St. 
John de Dieu 
Hospital for the Insane Saturday 
night caused the deaths of five “vio- 
oient” patients, one of whom died 
of a heart attack during tile ex­ 
citement, 
authorities 
announced 
Sunday. 
The patients were all men. 
Four 
were burned to death when they 
fled back into their blazing quar­ 
ters after the wing had been emp­ 
tied of its 350 occupants by guards 
and firefighters. 
Their names were withheld. 
Officials, conceding a final check­ 
up might disclose more victims, and 
they believed all but the four had 
been accounted for following Sat* 
urday night’s fire. 
Property damage was expected to 
be in excess of $50,000. 


Police in large numbers ringed 
the asylum, which occupies several 
acres of ground east of Montreal, 
m d 40 ambulances stood by while 
rescuers 
moved inmates 
of 
the 
burning wing to safe quarters in 
the hospital. 
Authorities believed 
one of the 
Inmates might have set the fire, but 
this had not been established. 
Alarm bells in the hospital rang 
at 9 o’clock Saturday night and all 
available fire equipment, paced by 
police cars, was rushed to the in­ 
stitution, which harbors nearly 6,000 
men and women. 
Police precautions prevented any 
from escaping anjd about 350 in­ 
mates of the “violent'* wing, some 
In strait jackers, -were hurried to 
safety. It was only after a check­ 
up that officials learned four of the 
men had 
wandered 
blindly back 
into the flames. 
A hundred yards away from the 
burning section other patients could 
be seen behind 
barred windows, 
anxiously pacing their cells. 
Tile fire started apparently about 
9 p. rn. and burned for four hours.
